Detroit, Mich., April 8.—A 
sweeping price reduction, rang- 
ing from $55 to $260, and af- 
fecting all models in the new 
Century Eight and Six cyl- 
inder lines, is announced by the 
Hupp Motor Car Corporation. The 
new prices were effective April 6. 
The price reduction is the most 

complete ever made by Hupmobile, 
and comes, according to the an- 
nouncement, as part of the com- 
pany’s extensive program for this 
year, which will more than double 
its production capacity. On the 
Straight Eight series the price re- 
ductions range from $80 to $260. On 
the Century Six series the reduc- 
tions range from $55 to $160.

Cleveland, April 8.—In sales of 
all classes of automobiles, new and 
used passenger cars, trucks and 
commercial cars in Cuyahoga 
county spurted forward toward 
new high records in the month of 
March, figures compiled from bills 
of sale filed with the county clerk 
show. 

New passenger car bills of sale 
filed during the month numbered 
5,529, a figure more than double the 
number of the January sales and 
1982 greater than the February 
figure. New car sales in March of 
1928 were 3,219. 

Used car sales, following a slump 
in February, mounted to 13,804 in 
March, compared with 11,711 in 
March of 1928. The gain over Feb- 
ruary was more than 5,000 

Truck and commercial car sales 
also recevered from a February 
decline. Bills of sale filed for the 
month show 376 such new vehicles 
sold, compared to 186 in the same 
month last year. 

Ford passenger cars continued to 
lead the field in volume of sales, al- 
though their percentage of the total 
sales declined approximately 1 per 
cent. to slightly under 27 per cent 
of the total 

Ford registrations for the month 
numbered 1.502; Chevrolet was sec- 
ond with 925 and Essex third with 
495. Pontiac regained fourth posi- 
tion with 328 registrations 

Delivery of automobiles sold at 
the Cleveland Automobile Show 
and a month of comparatively good 
weather during which driving con- 
ditions generally were excellent and 
never bad, were credited with the 
encouraging spurt in sales

Flat Rate Charge System 


Is Explained by Service 


Manager ot Noyes Buick 


BOSTON, MASS., April 


8.—In a recent paper on the 


flat rate system, E. H. Johnson of the Noyes Buick Company, 


outlined the basis upon which flat rate charges are deter-| 


mined in the shop of this large distributor. 


Mr. Johnson stated that it is 
possible to calculate the total 
overhead cost with fair accuracy, 
and, knowing the cost of produc- 
tive labor, to express the over- 
head as a precentage of the pro- 
ductive-labor cost. It is neces- 
Sary to charge expense as well as 
productive labor to the customer, 
and to add a reasonable amount 
for profit. 

This accounts for the wide dif- 
ference between the pay of the 
mechanics and the charges to the 
customer. The charge to the cus- 
tomer is computed by multiplying 
the mechanics’ actual average by a 
factor large enough to include lab- 
or, overhead and profit. The me- 
chanic’s pay is calculated by multi- 
plying the mechanic’s actual time 
by a fixed rate per hour

EFFECT OF RIGOROUS 
CHRYSLER ROAD TESTS 


Detroit, April 8.— Chrysler is 
now using a unique and powerful 
machine upon which finished 
cars are given “road tests” more 
severe than any human being 
could endure driving on a “prov- 
ing grounds.”. All measurements 
are machine made. 

Through the use of this machine, 
|a Chrysler car is put through rigid 
and accurate road tests equal to 
driving at all speeds over roads of 
every imaginable condition. The ad- 
vantage of this machine is that the 
road reaction can be, and is, care- 
fully observed and records are im- 
mediately made of any weaknesses 
that develop. 

In this test the car is driven on 
so each of its four 
wheels rest upon two rollers. The 
rollers are driven by the car's rear 
wheels. Special gearing connects 
the rear with the front rollers, which 
in tarn, rotate the forward wheels 
of the car at the same speed 

On each roller are mounted irre- 
gularly spaced, raised, metal cleats 
and, while the motor is turning over, 
these severely bump and toss the 
car about. Automatic controls lead- 
ing to the accelerator make it pos- 
Sible to “drive” the car at any de- 
sired speed and assist in producing 
a wide range of road conditions 
such as no owner would subject his

A couple of years ago the motor 
car manufacturers started to out- 
accessory the other fellow, and right 
away automotive wholesalers put up 
an unsuccessful holler. Somebody, 
possessed with a better publicity 
agent than the rest. hollered “The 
manufacturer has ruined the ac- 
cessory business,” and pretty soon 
most everybody joined hands and 
took up the song. Then nearly 
everybody dropped accessories and 
took up shop and garage equipment. 
That’s mob psychology 

Of course, there were a few old 
mossbacks who weren’t so easily 
swayed, and they stayed in to find 
out for themselves if the accessory 
business really had been ruined—and 
we notice they’re still selling acces- 
sories! And we guess it was a pretty 
good thing they did stick, for last 
year, when the total output of equip- 
ment was valued at $75,000,000, the 
total output of the accessory manu- 
facturers ran to $507,000,000, and 
somebody had to stay and sell some 
of it! 


and frequent through the medium 
of highly-trained salesmen, most 
of whom have been with the house 
for a period of years and are so 
familiar with the lines and 
customers’ needs they can give in- 
telligent specialized information. 
Although no solicitation is done 
by telephone, this is another means 
of keeping in touch with customers’ 
needs, so that altogether the cata- 
logue is of secondary consideration.
